Propaganda 


The United Nations Security 
Council meeting again shows that 
these blunders still are the basis 
of the viciously distorted propa- 
ganda campaign by the Commu- 
nists. They are being parroted, 
as usual, in other Communist na- 
tions. 


Why did the blunders occur? 


Do they reflect some dangerous 
weakness in our methods of arriv- 
ing at foreign policy? 


Is there a dismaying lack of co- 
operation between the various 
White House departments as was 
suggested by the blunders? One 
can note, for example, the vice 
president’s Sunday night support, 
on a national TV program, of Mr. 
Eisenhower’s announced policy of 
eontinuing the U2 flights at the 
same hour the President, in Paris, 
was reversing himself and stating 
the flights were ended. 


It is in the interest of the na- 
tional health and unity that the 
questions growing out of the ac- 
knowledged blunders be answered. 
The Congress would be derelict 
in its duty if it did not investi- 
gate. Do the blunders go back 
to the time of former Secretary of 
Defense Charles E. Wilson, whose 
concept of research and the need 
for’ missiles was so dangerously 
and arrogantly inadequate? Are 
these blunders a part of the men- 
tality which has led to the resig- 
nation of outstanding generals and 
admirals who have said they could 
no longer in conscience defend the 
budgets proposed for national de- 
fense? 


National Unity 


The fact is we cannot have real 
national unity without a certain 
unease so long as a great many 
American people believe there is 
a lack of coordination in the gov- 
ernment.

Tidal waves, built up by Chilean 
earthquakes, smashed across the 
Pacific Monday at four continents 
and the Hawaiian Islands. Death 
and damage were heavy and wide- 
spread. 


Chile, itself, took the brunt of 
the sea’s force. Unofficially, 130 
persons were reported swept to 
their death when a 24-foot wave 
surged over La Arena, a small 
south Chilean village. 


Dozens of others were missing or 


injured. Damage was expected to 
exceed $25 million.

334 Deaths Are Reported 


Japan, and 28 persons were listed 
as dead, 34 injured and 62 missing. 
Waves hit just at daybreak and 
with most of the nation asleep 
there was little warning. About 
29,000 homes were flooded, 1,600 
of them damaged or washed away. 


An unconfirmed report said 150 
persons were killed in a single vil- 
lage by a wave 32 feet high. 


The report was based on a po- 
lice estimate yeaching the U.S. Air 
Force Base at Misawa, 30 miles 
northwest of the stricken northern 
Honshu village, Momoishi-Machi.

MACON —.-Chester A Burge, 
wealthy Macon man held by po- 
lice in connection with the strang- 
ling of his wife, was taken from 
the Macon jail Monday afternoon 
and admitted to the psychiatric 
ward of the Macon-Bibb County 
Hospital, police said. 


Burge, 55, was taken to the hos- 
pital after a lengthy interrogation 
at police heaquarters Monday 
afternoon, Macen Chief Detective 
W. H. Bargeron said. Burge has 
been held since Friday on an open 
charge in connection with the slay- 
ing of his wife, Mary, on May 12. 


Bargeron said that although 
Burge has been admitted to the 
hospital “‘he’s still our prisoner.” 


The chief declined to say why 
Burge suddenly was taken from 
the jail and placed in the psychi- 
atric ward. 


Bargeron said Burge was ad- 
mitted to the hospital about 3 p.m. 
Monday. 


Burge was questioned for about 
three hours Sunday afternoon and 
offered the opportunity to take a 
lie detector test. He denied any 
guilt in the slaying and refused 
the lie detector examination, po- 
lice said. 


Burge was arrested Friday 
upon his release from the Macon 
hospital where he underwent sur- 
gery for hernia. He was in the 
hospital when Mrs. Burge was 
found strangled May 12 in an up- 
stairs bedroom of the Burges’ 
swank home. 


Police also are holding as “‘ma- 
terial witnesses” Louis Roosevelt 
Johnson, 34, butler and chauffeur 
for the Burge family, and Eugene 
Robinson, 29, former chauffeur 
for the Burges.

Convair jet airliner crashed and 
burned on a training flight take- 
off at Atlanta’s Municipal Air- 
port Monday, killing all four 
Delta pilots on the plane. 


There were no passengers 
aboard. 


Killed in the crash were James 
H. Longino, 42, of College Park, 
assistant base chief pilot; Hank 
Laube, 45, of College Park, a 
captain assisting in flight train- 
ing; Bryan E. Bolt, 31, of Mor- 
row, first officer, and William F. 
Williams, 50, captain, of Miami, 
Florida. 


The $4,000,000 plane, according 
to a witness, was airborne near 
the end of the 7,860-foot east-west 
runway and its wheels were re 
tracting when it suddenly started 
rocking. It crashed to the right 
of the runway at 11:52 a.m. 


L. W. Lynn, airport mainte- 
nance worker, said, “It was sort 
of flip-flopping, rocking from one

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side to the other. Then it dipped 
sharply to the right and hit the 
ground.”” 


Witnesses differed as to what 
hit the ground first. One witness 
from the airport control tower 
said the plane ‘“‘mushed in, the 
tail hitting first and then it flipped 
over on the left wing, then on its 
back.”’ 


Air Force Capt. Allen D. Miller 
of Cleveland was a passenger 
aboard another plane coming in 
for a landing. He said that the tail 
hit first, then the left wing. Lynn, 
the airport worker, said the right 
wing hit first.

“The right wing and the nose hit 
just about the same _ instant,’ 
Bromfield said, “and then there 
was the explosion which sent the 
flames shooting three-four hun- 
dred feet into the air.” 


The majority of the hundreds 
of airline passengers and person- 
nel did not see the big airliner 
go down to its death. In fact it 
was many minutes later before 
most of the terminal building 
passengers had any inkling of the 
disaster at the end of the west 
runway. 


“The first we knew of it in 
here in the terminal was when a 
porter came in and told us,” an 
attendant at the terminal build- 
ing’s snack bar said. 

No announcement of the plane’s 
crash was made over the public 
address system to the huge rush 
hour crowd.

—that Eichmann—now 54—had re- 
cently been seized by Israel secur- 
ity forces. 


The Premier gave no details of 
the arrest of the man who was a 
top aide of Heinrich Himmler, 
boss of the dread Nazi secret po- 
lice or Gestapo. 


Eichmann vanished from sight 
in the days when Hitler’s Reich 
was crumbling under Allied blows. 
He was a lieutenant colonel in the 
SS. 


He was reported thereafter in 
several Latin-American countries, 
in Australia, in Switzerland and 
last October in Kuwait, the British 
protectorate in the Middle East.

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Spotlight Shines 
On Grady Square 


Henry Grady was born 110 years ago 
today and to commemorate that fact and 
‘the brief, bright life he dedicated to his 
state and nation, there will be a cere- 
‘mony officially establishing “Henry. 
Grady Square.” 

The square is the small triangle at 
Forsyth and Marietta streets where the 
splendid bronze statue of the former edi- 
tor of The Atlanta Constitution has stood 
since 1891. It was placed there, in love 
and affection, two years after his death in 
1889. He had just passed his 38th birth- 
day when he succumbed to pneumonia, 
brought on by a cold caught while paying 
a bare-headed pilgrimage to Plymouth 
Rock on a cold, raw, blustery day. 

The statue shows Grady in an orator’s 
pose. He is flanked by draped feminine 
figures representing Memory and one of 
her daughters, History. 

Markers will be placed today giving 
a brief history of Grady. A moving fea- 
ture of the ceremony will be the fact 
that Grady’s daughter, Mrs. Gussie Black, 
will be present. The widow of the late 
Eugene R. Black, president of the Federal 
Reserve Bank, she is the mother of Eu- 
gene R. Black, president of the World 
Bank and one of the really noted interna- 
tional statesmen of our time. With her 
will be other members of the family. 

It is fitting of Grady that History and 
Memory should be associated with his 
statue. He was devoted to the best inter- 
ests of his state and region. But he was 
first of all an American dedicated to the 
proposition that this country should oblit- 
erate the wounds of the Civil War and be- 
come a great and prosperous united 
country. 

Within the context of his time he was 
a bold progressive. He was a leader of 
those who were called “The New De- 
parture Democrats.” They broke with the 
old conservatives and the reactionaries 
of their time and joined with Northern 
capital to bring industry to the South. 
Grady was heavily criticized but he 
knew that unless industry came the one- 
crop system and the carry-over of the old 
plantation economy would keep the state 
and the South in politi¢al and economic 
bondage. 

He fought very literally for a new 
South and he became its spokesman. He 
died, it was said, “literally loving the 
nation into peace.” We may assume that 
if he were living today he would ap- 
prove the fact that his grandson, Eu- 
gene Black of the World Bank, is one 
who ‘is doing his best to bring peace 
to an unhappy world. He would cer- 
tainly not be trying to take the South 
out of the nation which he loved 
above all else. He would call upon Mem- 
ory and History to bring his state and 
region into harmony with the national 
objectives so that both would progress 
with the Union. 

It is good to have Grady’s statue there 
where the life of the city flows most 
heavily . .. where about him is the 
voice and the sound of the city to which 
he gave the last full measure of devotion.

Medical Aid Program 
For Aged Has Kinks 


Welfare Secretary Flemming has an- 
nounced -he has agreed to séme sug- 
gested changes (unidentified) in the ad- 
ministration’s medical care for the aged 
program. This is one dependent on states 
matching federal funds on a 50-50 basis. 

We doubt the wisdom of such a pro- 
gram. If there is to be one we think it 
should be administered through the Social 
Security Agency. To create another bu- 
reau in each of the 50 states and still an- 
other in the federal government will use 
up a great deal of the money collected. 
If we are to assist the aged it should 
be done through an agency already in 
existence—that of Social Security. 

It is by no means sure that each state 
will agree to join the administration 
plan. State politics inevitably would get 
into it. Candidates would be running for 
office on promises to add more “old 
folks” to the rolls. 

If we are to have an aid bill—and all 
seem to agree we will—then we urge the 
Congress to create one which will be ad- 
ministered through Social Security.

Value of United Nations 


Again Is Demonstrated 


Once again we see the value of the 
United Nations. 

It presently is a forum for the Soviets 
and the United States. It fills, in part 
at least, the vacuum left by the disap- 
pearance of the old-style diplomatic ex- 
changes. It provides a debate on issues 
which might lead to serious actions if not 
given public airing. 

We are fortunate that the U.N. has had 
a succession of presidents dedicated to 
its ideal. Sir Claud Corea, of Ceylon, is 
in that tradition. He met privately in 
advance of Monday’s Security Council 
session with Foreign Minister Gromyko 
and U.S. Ambassador Lodge. 


We liked especially his announcement 
that the Security Council “has the oppor- 
tunity to conduct its discussions in such 
a manner as will enable it to pave the 
way for an early resumption of interna- 
tional negotiations of this council, with- 
in the United Nations ... in a renewed 
spirit of good will.” 

The Soviet charge, asking for con- 
demnation of the U.S. policy of aerial es- 
pionage, was as bitter and extravagant 
as expected. It was wholly designed to 
extend the anti-American propaganda 
which grew out of the collapse at Paris. 
The U.S. reply presents the dangers of 
Soviet secrecy and the dangers of sur- 
prise attack. 


It is not anticipated the United States 
will be condemned. We will be hurt in 
that the neutral nations and those in our 
alliance will be less inclined to permit 
use of, or continue the presence of, our 
air bases. But the world will hear what 
is said. And*there will be no war—as 
there might have been had there been 
no U.N. Whether we can continue to avoid 
war will largely depend upon how much 
future use the powers are willing to 
make of the United Nations.

Georgia and its neighboring states 
stand to receive boosts to their economy 
as the result of actions taken by the Sen- 
ate and House appropriations committees. 

The Senate panel approved Sen. Rus- 
sell’s request for funds to conduct new 
agricultural research programs in Geor- 
gia, as well as to continue several already 
under way. 

Especially significant is the earmark- 
ing of money for establishment of a poul- 
try research laboratory at the University 
of Georgia and restoration of funds for 
the poultry inspection program. 

Although the past year was a record 
one in Georgia poultry production, gross 
income was down. Obviously there is a 
need for research into poultry diseases, 
marketing practices and other facets. 

Meanwhile, the House Appropriations 
Committee has approved funds for re- 
sumption of the Millers Ferry project on 
the Alabama River south of Montgomery. 
Work on improving southern reaches of 
the Coosa-Alabama system is essential to 
long-range planning to provide water 
transportation from Rome to the Gulf. 

Both the House and Senate commit- 
tees’ appropriations still have other hur— 
dles to clear. But. they are on their way 
and if given final approval, as they 
should be, they will provide the means 
for a better industrial and agricultural 
economy in this section of the country.

In order to pre- 
serve our two old-time segregated 
schools and yet bring our school 
system within the federal law as 
that law is now construed by the 
U.S. Supreme Court, we recom- 
mend an amendment to our State 
Constitution to read substantially 
as follows: 

“The public school system of 
this state shall hereafter consist 
of three schools — one for white 
children only and one for colored 
children only as heretofore and a 
new third school to which any 
eligible school child of any race 
or color may be admitted on the 
application of its parent or guard- 
ian, with complete freedom of 
choice for all and without com- 
pulsion for any in choosing be- 


tween the new third school and 
the appropriate segregated 
school.”’

Hire Best Sculptor Possible, 


By TED LIPPMAN 


A closed competition to select 
the “best sculptor who can be 
found”’ was recommended Monday 
as the first step in making a me- 
morial out of Stone Mountain. 


The recommendation was in- 
cluded in a report to the “‘Com- 
mittee to Select a Design and 
Sculptor for the Confederate Me- 
morial Carving on Stone Moun- 
tain” from its advisory board. 


UNFINISHED CARVING 


As had been reported last month, 
the board also recommended that 
the present carving on the moun- 
tain be left unfinished. Comple- 
tion was called ‘‘not feasible’ be- 
cause the present carving gets 
poor light (good light is necessary 
for a relief carving), because it 
is out of scale to the mountain and 
because of the tendency of the 
mountain to “‘slough off.”’ 


Instead of completion, the board 
suggested: 


. « . that the present carving 
be ‘cleaned up’ in order that it 
may be more easily seen; further- 
more, that areas or scars around 
the present carving be beveled 
off, thus eliminating irregularities 
that now exist. This would re- 
sult in better presentation of the 
Confederate carving that is now 
on the mountain, as it becomes an

Tuesday—the 110th anniversary of the birth of the famed editor of 
The Atlanta Constitution. 


Mayor Hartsfield will rededicate the square, Marietta street 
NW from Forsyth to Fairlie, in brief ceremonies. Charles H. Jagels, 
vice president of Central Atlanta Improvement Assn., will lay a 
wreath on the Grady monument. 


Attending will be Constitution editor Ralph McGill and Consti- 
tution publisher Maj. Clark Howell Sr. Constitution columnist and 
editorial assistant Leo Aikman will act as master of ceremonies. 


Grady, who became nationally famous through his efforts to 
reunify the nation in the bitter aftermath of the War Between the 
States, was born in Athens on May 24, 1850. He died of penumonia 
on Dec. 23, 1889. 


He was editor of a paper in Rome before coming to Atlanta 
in 1872 to found the Atlanta Herald. He joined The Constitution in 
1879. 


The Atlanta city council designated the square in 1929 in honor 
of Grady but the city later removed the signs because of a con- 
flict with other signs. The idea for erecting the new signs was 
advanced by Albert I. Almand, 75-year-old West End citizen, in a 
recent column by Aikman.

If two attractive young At- 
lanta matrons ring your door- 
bell and tell you they are with 
the Georgia Consumer Re- 
search Panel and would you 
please answer some questions 
about your grocery buying— 
don’t shut the door! 


They aren’t using the survey 
as a cover story so they can 
sell you a new product. They 
just want to know what kinds 
of groceries you buy, how 
much you pay for them, and 


whether you bought them 
fresh, frozen, prepackaged, 
dried or canned. 


So open your door wide in 
the interest of science. Be- 
sides, you'll enjoy knowing 
Mrs. Laurene DeHoff and Mrs. 
Virginia Wooten, the two young 
research assistants who stand 
on your doorstep. 


FOOD SECRETS 


They will come _ bearing 
diaries—for your food secrets. 
Complete one each week by 
listing every food item you buy 
and you will belong to a select 
panel of 300 Atlanta home- 
makers. 


Laurene and Virginia, them- 
selves young Atlanta home- 
makers, find the time to ring 
35 to 50 doorbells a week—that’s 
the number of interviews it 
takes to maintain a steady flow 
of 300 completed diaries a 
week. And it won’t be a coin- 
cidence if one of the doorbells 
they ring is yours—prospec- 
tive panel members are select- 
ed from a sampling carefully 
made to give equal representa- 
tion to each income group, ra- 
cial group, and family groups 
of different sizes, characteris- 
tics and ages. 


Once the diary has been 
completed, Virginia and Lau- 
rene check it for accuracy. Fi- 
nally, every food item record- 
ed in each diary is tabulated 
every week by Dr. Newton M. 
Penny and his staff of econ- 
omists at the Department of 
Agricultural Economics, Geor- 
gia Experiment Station of the 
University of Georgia at Grif- 
fin. 


According to Dr. Penny, Geor- 
gia and Michigan are the only 
two states that have a consumer 
panel established over a period 
of time for research on the 
changes in the patterns of food 
consumption. The five-year 
Georgia panel has one year to 
go. 


“Because of our increasing 
urban population and decreasing 
rural population, and as science 
and technology is increasingly 
used in agricultural production 
and food industries, it is be- 
coming more important to know 
how food habits change, how 
people respond to price changes 
of foods and how food expendi- 
tures relate to income levels,

Some enjoy keeping the diaries 
because they are helping re 
searchers; some feel they are 
benefiting their own families 
just as much. 


“Keeping the diary is a real 


aid to my meal: planning,” re- 
ported Mrs. D. L. Fowlkes. ‘With 
three boys ranging in age from 
4 to 9 years, I feel it’s important 
that they have well-balanced 
diets—and it’s important, too, 
that I have a well-balanced food 
budget. Looking over the diary, 
I can quickly see if I'm buying 
too much of the same kinds of 
foods.”’ 


“The diary is really no trou- 
ble to me,” said Mrs. George 
W. Meals. My husband thinks 
he’s supposed to fill it out—and 
I am careful to keep him think- 
ing it. When we bring in the 
week’s groceries I put them 
away while my husband makes 
the notations on the diary. 
Keeping the diary certainly does 
call our attention to food-price 


fluctuations. 


“And, well, I guess I like 
doing it, too, because I feel I 
am doing something really im- 
portant by helping with re 
search,”’ she concluded. 


Mrs. James M. Stegall likes to 
be contributing to research, too. 
“But I think I‘m helping myself 
even more than I’m helping the 
Experiment Station,”’ she con- 
fessed. ‘The first thing I no- 
ticed when I started keeping the 
food diary was that I didn’t buy 
enough green vegetables. Now 
I let the diary help me make 
my grocery list. I like sitting 
down to do it with a cup of 
coffee instead of banging cup- 
board doors as I try to spy 
what's missing.”

—A One-Man Gang in the World Series 


Unable to raise a first baseman on the farm or purchase one 
in the majors, the Chisox took a chance on Kluszewski last Aug. 25. 
It wasn’t much of a risk, for Veeck shuffled Harry Simpson and Bob 
Sagers to Pittsburgh in the deal. They never helped the Bucs. 


But Kluszewski discovered the Fountain of Youth on the South 
Side and immediately started returning huge dividends. He batted 
.297 down the stretch to help the Chisox hoist their first pennant 
since the Black Sox won in 1919. As it turned out, Big Klu was 
merely tuning up for the World Series. 


After a riotous start, most of the Chisox were somewhat timid 
at home plate against the Dodgers. But Kluszewski was a one-man 
gang for six games. He emerged with a .39]1 average, powered 
three homers and drove in 10 runs. 


“One World Series doesn’t make a season,”’ Big Klu cautioned 
last winter. “I hope I'll be able to keep hitting next year, but I'm 


not going to get too excited.” 


Kluszewski had reason to be calm. A terrific slugger for almost 
a decade at Cincinnati, he slumped to .268 and knocked in a mere 
21 runs in 1957. He was tormented by a backache, and the Reds 
assumed that he was over the hill.

No one is more appreciative of Kluszewski’s campaign against 
pitchers than Senor Al Lopez. With his highly touted pitching staff 
on the blink, Lopez is in dire need of additional scoring ammunition. 


It’s apparent at this juncture that the Chisox are going to 
need all the help they can get to defend their crown. The Yankees 
have started knocking down fences and, blessed with ordinary 
pitching, they’ll be a contender all the way. 


Baltimore wasn't supposed to fraternize with clubs in the 
first division, but the Orioles refuse to recognize the fact they are 
an ordinary outfit. And it now appears that Frank Lane was cor- 
rect when he shouted that he was building, not wrecking, Cleve- 
land with his volley of trades. Detroit is a daffy outfit apparently 
capable of finishing first or last. So, you can only scratch Washing- 
ton, Boston and Kansas City at this stage of the American League 


race. 


For sure, Big Klu is shouldering more than his share of the 
load in Chicago, and he has very broad shoulders. He is an an- 
nounced candidate for the first base job in the All-Star game, a post 
he held on four occasions in the National League. 


Big Klu has come a long way since his apprentice season in 
1947 with Memphis. In fact, he’s come a long way since leaving 


Pittsburgh last August.

Delayed 
farm operations had been a firm- 
ing influence the past week or so, 
more in corn than soybeans.
